The National Philatelic Exhibitions of Washington, D.C., 
Incorporated (NAPEX) has been held on an annual basis in 
the Washington, DC area since 1950, with the exception of 
2006, when an International Exhibition was held in the city 
itself. 


Since 1973, the show has been held under the auspices of 
the American Philatelic Society (APS) as part of their 
World Series of Philately (WPS) stamp exhibits. 


The sponsoring organization issued their first souvenir 
card in 1987. It, and the following eleven cards, was offset 
printed. Their twelfth card, issued in 1999, was intaglio 
printed, as have been all the cards issued since then. Their 
printer is Mike Bean.

The International Bank Note Society (IBNS) was 
founded in 1961. It operates as a non-profit educa- 
tional organization and in furtherance of such pur- 
pose, its objectives are to promote, stimulate, and 
advance the study and knowledge of worldwide 
banknotes and paper currencies and all matters relat- 
ed thereto along educational, scientific and historical 
lines. Currently the IBNS has over 2,000 members in 
more than 90 countries. The Society’s website is 
theIBNS.org. There are currently 21 Chapters, with 4 
of them in the United States: Los Angeles, Midwest, 
New York, and Southern California. 


Starting in 1985, with the 15th European Money 
Congress, in London, England, private security 
printing firms provided engraved “ticket” souvenirs 
of the successive events. The first being Bradley 
Wilkinson with a colorful engraved sheet with scroll 
work and a portrait of Sir Issac Newton (1642-1727). 
The same design was used the following year, but in 
different colors. These were printed on one side only, 
except the 1986 has a notation of the back: “In March 
1986 the De La Rue Group acquired Bradbury 
Wilkinson from its then parent company, American 
Bank Note. It is believed that the increased resources 
of De La Rue will prove to be in the long term inter- 
est of Bradbury Wilkinson and their customers.” BW 
produced another copy of the Newton piece in 1987 
and in 1992, again using different colors. 


In 1988, there were two events, the European Paper 
Money Bourse in Maastricht, The Netherlands, and 
the Money Congress in London. The Swedish firm 
AB Tumba Bruk, owned, since its inception in 1755, 
by Sveriges Riksbank (Bank of Sweden), produced a 
large sheet with a portrait of Fredrik Henrik af 
Chapman (1721-1808), scientist, naval officer, and 
ship builder, who is considered the first naval archi- 
tect, for the Maastricht show.

Thomas De La Rue, for the 18th Congress, printed an 
engraved note featuring Sir William Caxton (1422- 
1491), and some people working a printing press. 


The 3rd Bourse featured a Harrisons’ note with a 
portrait of Isambard Kingdom Brunel (1806-1859), an 
engineer who designed railways, bridges, wharfs 
and ships. This is printed both sides, and was used 
again for the 4th Bourse. 


For the 21st Congress, La Rue produced a portrait of 
English composer, Ralph Vaughn Williams (1872- 
1958). The following year’s Bourse featured a card 
produced by a Czechoslovakia security printer fea- 
turing a portrait of Max Svabinsky (1873-1962), a 
Czech painter, graphic artist, and educator. 


A Hungarian firm produced a sample note in two 
different colors for the 1993 Bourse. I have not been 
able to identify the portrait (Lajos Kossuth, 1802- 
1894?). That year’s Congress featured a “note” by the 
English printer Walsall, with a portrait of John 
Aspinall, founder of the holding company which 
owns the printer, that was founded in 1966 to con- 
centrate on postage stamp production. 


La Rue was back in 1994 with a beautiful piece fea- 
turing Christopher Columbus. Another English bank 
note printer, Debden, owned by La Rue, produced 
two items featuring Lord Nelson (1758-1805) and the 
battle at Trafalgar, one in blue, one in green, for the 
1995 Congress. 


La Rue (1793-1866) appears on one side of the items 
produced for 1996 and 1997. Richard Rogers’s Lloyds 
of London(1986) complex and Sir Christopher Wren 
(1632-1723), British architect of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
and other buildings, marked the piece issued for the 
1998 Fair. 


La Rue did a colorful note for the IBNS 40th anniver- 
sary, which was apparently distributed to members. 


The Bourse show continues, but is now referred to as 
“PaperMoneyFair - Maastricht”, even though it is 
now held in Valkenburg (about 10km away—it got 
too large for the former city). The Congress is now 
the “World Paper Money Fair, London.” I do not 
know if the security printers have continued their 
sample pieces. 


There have been some “test” notes printed, at or 
about the same time as the shows, but they remain 
unidentified and undated. I include some of them 
here.

Ron contacted the BEP and was advised that cards 
were issued through last year, and “were only issued 
to BEP employees.”

cated and, to my knowledge, has been unsuccessful 
in attempting to get it back. I do not know how he 
produced more than one copy of the card in ques- 
tion. He apparently also did at least two cards for the 
following year FUN show (reduced, below).

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TWO MEMORIAL BOOK DISCOVERIES 


Research tends to be an avocation in itself and scout- 
ing out information on one topic typically offers a 
fork leading down another path. In the course of 
writing an article comparing portraits from souvenir 
cards and memorial books (SCJ 33:1), I obtained two 
very intriguing publications that had not been previ- 
ously reported to my knowledge. These would not 
be considered official memorial books, but they con- 
tain numerous intaglio portraits from the BEP. 


Rather than using the Government Printing Office, 
producer of official memorial books, these two books 
were printed privately — which is why I was sur- 
prised to discover the wealth of Bureau engravings 
they contained. I believe they were essentially vanity 
publications, assembling their authors’ various 
prominent eulogies delivered to Congress. Both are 
simply entitled "Memorial Addresses." 


The first book was issued in 1875 by Henry B. 
Anthony, a Rhode Island senator, and published by 
Sidney S. Rider of Providence, RI. Anthony had a 
background in journalism, and was the editor of the 
Providence Journal for more than a decade until 
being elected Governor. He went on to serve in the 
U.S. Senate from 1859 to 1884, when he died in office.

YALE UNIVERSITY JUNIOR EXHIBITION CARD Steve Patrick 


The Yale University engraved invitation is a very 
early use of what may be considered a souvenir card. 
The Junior Exhibition was to be held April 23, 1833, 
but the name for the recipient has been left blank. 


The card is five by seven inches on cream stock and 
pictures a scene from the Phaedrus by Plato with a 
quote in Latin “... sincerum mihi Candore judicium 
peto noto reddas.” 


It has to do with a chariot alle- 
gory and the immortality of the 
soul as it loses its wings and 
falls from heaven. The purpose 
of the Junior Exhibition was to 
have the best scholars of the 
junior class present orations 
based on their learning to a 
select audience of professors, 
family and invitees. The speech- 
es were to be interspersed with 
band music and dancing. 


I found this card on eBay for less 
than $30, and it probably comes 
from a series because I have 
seen an 1836 card with an alle- 
gorical woman holding a book 
overlooking college buildings.
